I've done some playing around with the K1 and a 9 volt NiMH battery - they 
are good for about 3-5 very short contest type type QSOs when running 500 
mWatts. I'm slowly working towards WAS that way - the list so far is up at 
the web site with 39 states done. Keep in mind that the capacity of these 


in 


batteries is only about 150 mAh - so they are not going to last very long 
with any rig. And yes even with the NiMH batteries you will get a voltage 
drop - you can watch it with the Ki. I recharge them when the K1 tells me 
it is getting 8.0 volts out of the battery on transmit.

Hi Bill, 


I can't let this go by, sorry. In answer to my email you wrote: 


"First: What is propagation doing? There are times when you'll have S9+ 
copy on the DX, but the DX can't hear you. 2 hours later, it's Q5 copy 
with no problem. But at that particular time of day, with that particular 
set of antennas in that particular direction -- nada. " 


It was instilled into me at college, and I took the liberty to check this 
with one of our PhD comms gurus at work today, that the channel 

between two radio stations at any moment in time is xalwaysx 

symmetrical. For the scenario that you describe above, there would 

have to be deep QSB that happened to coincide with the transmissions 

from only one of the stations. There was no such deep QSB in the 

channel between me and any of the unresponsive stations this weekend. 


You also wrote: 


"Second: What is the DX listening for? On the higher bands in the morning 
when the bands just open, many DX stations are still beaming toward the 
east -- you are working into the back or sides of their beams. Further, 
you may be hearing a lobe from the DX stations which favors a different 
angle than your return propagation -- as the band opens, the ionosphere 
isn't a flat sheet, it's more tilted toward the sun, so signals may get 
away from the DX, but other signals can't get in." 


Again, the channel is symmetrical. It doesn't matter where the DX 

station was pointing his beam, if I hear him at S9, and I'm transmitting 
with the same power and same antenna, then he will hear me at S9. 

Granted that his noise level will be different. In reality, yes, they are 
using better antennas than me - I already addressed that - I can 

account for about 2 S points difference for their better antennas only. 


You also said: 


"Third: Skill. Ok, I said it. Yes, it takes skill to work DX. It's not 
always obvious, especially to newcomers to contesting. I know I'm still 
learning, and I've been at it for more than a decade. It always seems 
like it is the other guy whose got better equipment or some trick that 
makes it work -- but 90% of contesting is skill. Take any one of the 
contesters who gets invited to WRTC -- he could probably outscore you 
four to five times from your station with identical conditions. Why? 
because they have the skill. It takes time, patience, and a lot of 
contesting to master it." 


What do you know about my contesting skills Bill? In fact, I'm immodest 
enough to say that I consider "they" are "me". I have been contesting 

for over 26 years at many and various levels from single op microwave 

to multi-multi HF big stations (that, incidently ran illegal power) and 
everything in between. The issue here isn't skill level, it's signal to noise 
ratio in the channel. 


And: 


"Well, I also have a tribander at 50 feet, but no Alpha. For a serious 
contester, this would be considered a MINIMUM station. The really serious 
fellows have beams at 70-100 feet, perhaps a stack, and may be multiple 
towers. They wouldn't use a KT34A, but the XA, or perhaps one of the 
newfangled optimized Force12 antennas." 


I am serious. The extra height and antenna gain gives them about a 12dB 
maximum advantage over my station, that's all. I already factored this into 
my reasoning. 


And: 


"More important than the number of antennas, and the maximum gain -- what 
direction is that stack pointed? Maybe that stack is pointed toward Asia 
or Africa and away from you. What arrival angle constitutes the current 

propagation? Perhaps your beam has a peak angle of 14 degrees at 45 feet, 
but propagation is favoring 2 degrees, where your signal is 20 dB lower." 


It doesn't matter which way their antenna is pointing, the channel is 
symmetrical. Your assertion and the others that followed on in your 
email all require a non-symmetrical channel which we simply do not 
have here. I don't need to go on. 


In answer to a question that was posed in another email - yes, I 
observed this when there were apparently no other stations calling 
the DX station - they didn't go back to anyone at all - they simply 
could not hear me. The math says that either their noise level was 
over S9 (which I simply don't believe) or that they were, as I 
continue to assert, running much more power than I. 


Since this isn't QRP related, I apologise to the members of the list 
for continuing the thread, but I feel that I needed to make the points 
above. Thanks for your indulgence folks. I'll say no more on the matter.

Just because it's interesting Dave. Look at the situation from the 
receiver of the DX Station. When your calling him what really is his noise 
floor? I recall being on 15 meter ssb from Israel about 1975 and it was 
open to the East Coast of the USA. I was k5di/4x4 with a wire out the 
hotel window and a collins mechanical filter in the receiver running 50 
watts. The only guys I worked were those in the USA with Extra license 
because there, the noise level was below s9! 


The next day the band was closed to the USA and I had a good time 


working Europe. The noise floor was s2. 


So I think your faulty assumption might be the DX Stations noise 
floor. He might have his big beam pointed at the USA and a "quiet" spot is 
s9 or greater noise from nearby USA ssb stations, some not tuned up very 
well... 


On Mon, 29 Oct 2001, Dave Fifield wrote: 


> Again, the channel is symmetrical. It doesn't matter where the DX 
> station was pointing his beam, if I hear him at S9, and I'm transmitting 
> with the same power and same antenna, then he will hear me at S9. 


If your noise floor is s3, then s9 is a big signal. If the DX 
station has a s9 noise floor, which my limited experiance supports, then 
your signal at s9 is at the noise and he won't hear you.

>when the bands just open, many DX stations are still beaming toward the 
>east -- you are working into the back or sides of their beams. Further, 
>you may be hearing a lobe from the DX stations which favors a different 
>angle than your return propagation -- as the band opens, the ionosphere 
>isn't a flat sheet, it's more tilted toward the sun, so signals may get 
>away from the DX, but other signals can't get in." 

> 

>Again, the channel is symmetrical. It doesn't matter where the DX 
>station was pointing his beam, if I hear him at S9, and I'm transmitting 
>with the same power and same antenna, then he will hear me at S9. 
>Granted that his noise level will be different. In reality, yes, they are 
>using better antennas than me - I already addressed that - I can 

>account for about 2 S points difference for their better antennas only. 


Again, experience shows the channel is often asymmetrical. There's an old 
saying: experiment trumps theory. 


I believe you are making some BIG assumptions there. There's a lot of 
factors you haven't accounted for. 


>You also said: 

> 

>"Third: Skill. Ok, I said it. Yes, it takes skill to work DX. It's not 
>always obvious, especially to newcomers to contesting. I know I'm still 
>learning, and I've been at it for more than a decade. It always seems 
>like it is the other guy whose got better equipment or some trick that 
>makes it work -- but 90% of contesting is skill. Take any one of the 
>contesters who gets invited to WRTC -- he could probably outscore you 
>four to five times from your station with identical conditions. Why? 
>because they have the skill. It takes time, patience, and a lot of 
>contesting to master it." 

> 

>What do you know about my contesting skills Bill? In fact, I'm immodest 
>enough to say that I consider "they" are "me". I have been contesting 
>for over 26 years at many and various levels from single op microwave 
>to multi-multi HF big stations (that, incidently ran illegal power) and 
>everything in between. The issue here isn't skill level, it's signal to noise 
>ratio in the channel. 


If you have been contesting for 26 years, then you KNOW that sometimes 
you can't get through. You should know enough to recognise that situation 
in 2 or 3 calls and MOVE ON. That's how you maximize your contest score. 


Why then would you be griping about excessive power? 


>And: 

> 

>"Well, I also have a tribander at 50 feet, but no Alpha. For a serious 
>contester, this would be considered a MINIMUM station. The really serious 
>fellows have beams at 70-100 feet, perhaps a stack, and may be multiple 
>towers. They wouldn't use a KT34A, but the XA, or perhaps one of the 
>newfangled optimized Force12 antennas." 

> 

>I am serious. The extra height and antenna gain gives them about a 12dB 
>maximum advantage over my station, that's all. I already factored this into 
>my reasoning. 


I don't think you accounted for all the factors -- I've already listed 
several that you haven't accounted for: what array does the DX have? 
Where are his antennas pointed? What about the QRM you cannot hear 
(because you don't have propagation from that area), but the DX can hear? 


>And: 

> 

>"More important than the number of antennas, and the maximum gain -- what 
>direction is that stack pointed? Maybe that stack is pointed toward Asia 
>or Africa and away from you. What arrival angle constitutes the current 
>propagation? Perhaps your beam has a peak angle of 14 degrees at 45 feet, 


>but propagation is favoring 2 degrees, where your signal is 20 dB lower. 
> 

>It doesn't matter which way their antenna is pointing, the channel is 
>symmetrical. Your assertion and the others that followed on in your 
>email all require a non-symmetrical channel which we simply do not 
>have here. I don't need to go on. 


I believe that your assumption that all ionospheric propagation channels 
are symmetrical is flawed. Experience shows otherwise. 


>In answer to a question that was posed in another email - yes, I 
>observed this when there were apparently no other stations calling 
>the DX station - they didn't go back to anyone at all - they simply 
>could not hear me. The math says that either their noise level was 
>over S9 (which I simply don't believe) or that they were, as I 
>continue to assert, running much more power than I. 


What about the QRM at their station? There could be lots of QRM from 
stations you cannot hear. 


>Since this isn't QRP related, I apologise to the members of the list 
>for continuing the thread, but I feel that I needed to make the points 
>above. Thanks for your indulgence folks. I'll say no more on the matter. 
>

I seem to remember from back in the '50s that the world speed record for 
sending CW with a bug was something like 73 wom. The name of the holder 
that comes to mind was Lew McCoy, but that doesn't seem right. Can 
anyone help me refresh my memory on this bit of trivia? 


Quite a few of the hams I knew then had been broadcast engineers. One 
of the duties of broadcast engineers at that time was to copy news off 
the air as it was broadcast by the news organizations. The standard 
rate for such news was about 45 wpm. One such ham (C. 0. "Jack" Hudson, 
don't remember his call) told me of the day Hitler invaded Poland. He 
sat in fromt of a mill (typewriter) all day and copied the news off the 
air. He was able to stop, light a smoke, take a stretch, and catch up 
with no trouble. He could carry on a conversation with a bystander all 
the while copying CW at 45 wpm. There was almost a straight connection 
between the ears and fingers.

Lps of people use vertical antennas and with good success. Like any 
antenna the vertical is dependent on how and where you install it. The 
longer it is the better. The better the ground plane you give it the 
better it will work. 


My experience goes back to when I lived in Holland. My first antenna 
was a used HyGain 14AVQ vertical, ground mounted in my back yard. It 
worked very well after I installed some ground radials. I originally 


thought they would be unnecessary since that part of North Holland is 
kept pumped dry as it is mostly under sea level! 


Later in the same assignment I installed an 18AVT on my chimney. The 
base was at 10 meters. I installed as good a ground plane as I could 
(radials). The antenna worked very well. 


By now you should begin to see some similarities in verticals. Whether 
they are fixed mounted, trapped, or mobile whips, they depend on one 
thing to work well, the presence of a good RF ground. You can't get 
away from this so don't even try! 


I had a VW bus for several years that I used for mobile work. I used a 
Hustler system of a fixed base mast and resonators. I had the longer 
base mast. It worked very well. This van had a fiberglass camper top 
so I ran a wire from the base of the mount back around the van's 
interior to couple to the body. It provided an adequate ground. I 
worked a VK while dtiving between LA and Las Vegas! 


I also used a cut down fiberglass CB whip on there (helically wound) and 
later tried a 102 inch whip. They all worked well, but the whip 
required a tuner to come info resonance.

The question is not how many people own a VFO rig. We all understand 
that VFO's are quite ubiquitous, and that everyone who owns a VFO rig 
can use it to tune around to wherever they'd like to try next in the 

band. 


The issue about crystal controlled rigs is quite another thing. Sure, 
some people who own crystal controlled rigs will be glad to shove 

them in a corner and start the dust collection tomorrow, if they 
haven't already. For some others, buying a new crystal for some 
frequency because someone posting on QRP-L has just declared it the 
brand new QRP calling frequency won't be a problem, even though 
crystals for that frequency aren't available at any sort of a discount. 
But you will find that there are plenty of people who are in one of the 
following two categories, as well: 


--People who own only crystal-controlled QRP gear. 


--People who own both crystal-controlled QRP gear, and VFO gear, 
and would like to continue to use both. 


Many people in either category will prefer for the QRP watering hole 
to remain right there where their crystal is, just as it has been all 
along. 


Crystal control wasn't Bruce's main point in the post you were 
replying to, anyway. His main point (and it's a good one) is that 
someone on QRP-L saying that it will now be so, does not constitute 
the official change of an established calling frequency. For any 


proposed frequency, there will be people who can come up with a valid 
objection. There will be plenty of other people who will oppose any 
change at all. For these and other good reasons, one cannot 
reasonably hope to bring about a change of the standard by making a 
few posts to QRP-L (even if several other people did post and say 
they thought it would be a great idea).

I don't think the TCXO is critical. I've heard rumors that the freq 
displays are off somewhat, but a session with a marker generator ought to 
cover that. I haven't heard of any reported problems with drift. 


The One-touch tune and battery pack are both (I assume) produced by WART 
electronics. I don't have the one touch tune, but it basically is a 
one-touch device to feed a tuner without swapping modes around. The "One 
Plug Power" I do have, however, and I really, really like it. It isa 9.6V 
rated NiMH battery pack, with a reengineered battery door cover. It accepts 
a supplied coaxial power plug, so that the batteries can be "quick charged" 
with a suitable charger. You can still use the timed trickle charge through 
the back, but the fast charge capability is sure nice. And you never have 
to take the battery door off, if you don't like. Plus, you can still use an 
external DC power supply through the rear of the rig, if you like.
